Routine Chores Not 


For Nurses, Report 


(Uy A ssociated P r e s s! 
COLUMBUS. April 22 — Nurse* 
must be relieved of housekeeping 
and kitchen duti s and devote their 
time exclusively to the sick to meet 
a war-caused nurse shortage, Ohio 
hospital o fleials were told today. 
Mbs Cella Cranz of Akron, chair­ 
man of the State Nurses’ board, 
urged “nursing for nurses" by del­ 
egating secondary ta.sks to orderlies 
and nurse-aids, some supplied on 
a volunteer basis by the OI Hee of 
Civilian Deferse and the Red Crass 
programs. 
"The nurse will have to be taken 
off the housekeeping and kitchen 
stafff and put back on the hospi­ 
tal sta f, ’ Miss Cranz asserted in 
an address prepared for the Ohio 
hospital association 
meeting. 
She 
proposed 
a 
careful 
analysis 
of 
nurses’ duties to determine which 
can be turned over to assistants. 
Because war industries are taking 
so many of the group who formerly 
served as nurse aids. Miss Cranz 
suggested that older persons would 
fit into the hospital program for 
such tasks. 
She said a recent survey showed 
452 nurse vacancies in 69 hospitals 
Some of this ran be remedied by 
increasing the number of student 
nurses, Miss Cranz declared. 
Another source already tapped, 
she reported, is married nurses who 
neither are registered or working 
at their profession. 
She estimates 
there arc half as many nurses in 
this group as those in active prac­ 
tice. 
"The married nurses will come 
back lf at all possible. 
We

count on them," she said

Ohio's 
farm ers could increase their potato 
output for this purpose. 
The state’s farm ers feed most of 
th e com they produce and 26.7 per 
cent of the wheat, he asserted. 
Prof. J. I. Falconer, chairm an of 
the departm ent of rural economics 
at Ohio S tate university, said the 
plan protably would be suited bet­ 
ter to the larger wheat producing 
states. 
Johnson told the house that G er­ 
m any had 36.C0C sm all ethyl alcohol 
plants at the beginning of the war. 
He estim ated that the United States 
could m ake synhetic rubber from 
corn which would

m ately 22 Vt cent per pound or only 
4% cents more th an the

fixed price of n atu ral rubber,
